The above three are factual in nature. The folloving stateiuont 
is a widely held belief and can be considered part of the problem. 
(h) Students are discouraged fror^ taking Ethnic Studies 
courses when progrfiirjrang with a counselor. 
III. HYPOTHESIS 

More than one h^/75othesis vas developed to direct our practicimi 
study. For our study ve have used two (2) hypotheses which ve feel 
we have investigated in the' time available.

1. Counselors who are members of an ethnic minority enroll a 
higher percentage of students in Ethnic Studies to other 
counselors . 

2* Counselors enroll a disproportionately low number of * '

All collo£^os have many difforent and wide reachiii^; types of 
pi^obleir.s thoy rriusl face and hope to solve, PaGadena City Colloi^e 
har? had an inereanino enrollr.ont of ethnic :.iinoritie5 , yet enroll- 
ment In the Kthnic S::udies curriculu:r. has not reflected the s£cr.o 
increase. The question being asked by faculty and Gtaff is, of 
course, why? All prograrr.3 must play the nurabers gair.e in order to 
continue to exist. In reviewing the significance of practicum 
study several additional elerr.ents exist. 

The first is that there is a decreasing enrollmeno in Kthnic 
Studies at the college » This decrease has been for the r.ost part 
reflected in the past two years. Percentage decline is estimated 
in the area of 30 to 50 per-cent in Black and Chicano Studies 
cooibined. Altahough the sane n*ar;ber of sections are continued to 
be offered the average class enrollment is down. Some of the 
reasons for this decline hopefully will be reflected in the 
results of our study. 

Another eler.ent of the proble^a is that Ethnic Studies classes 
appear to be held in lov refjarei and/or have a poor image, Personal 
observations and attitudes of so:r;e faculty tend to indicate that 
there is a lack of understanding of the value of the Ethnic Studies 
curriculujn to all students. 

An additional factor in the study is the make up of the 
counseling staff. P^ev rrunnbers of the Pasadena City College 
full-tin:e counseling sta<ff are members of an ethnic minority. 
Few member have an understanding of the function and goals of 
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the Elhriio Studios curriculu;a, Thiti lack of ur^dori^ landing rr;ay 
bo carried over in their" prof;r^cT\ir»^^ luothcds vi^h Gtud'^nts. 

Since the ostablishir.er.t of thot^c studies at the collo£,o, there 
has coen ar; atoitude by faculty that Ethnic Studies are oaly for 
'^ethaici^". This reactior* to the curriculurr* has coe:4 carried over 
to the students. The idea that Black studico are only for Blacks 
and Chicaao studies are only for Chicivaos goes coiitrary to ti;e 
concept of the function of a cor^nunity colle^^-e. All types of stu- 
dents should feel they r.ay benefit frorr. a varied college curricu- 
lu-n. The problerr. beccn;es even rr.ore complex vhen Blacks and Chicnr.os 
begin to feel outside pressure that P^thnic Studies lacks ir.portance 
or prestige in relatioriship zo other curriculiur.. These attitudes 
and pressures may make students feel that these courses are not as 
important as others and even Blacks and Chicanes begin to lose 
sight of their benefit. 

The role of the counselor in prograriing students and advising 
students on college courses is a critical factor in influencing 
attitudes toward Ethnic Studies curriculun. All students can bene- 
fit from these courses. VTnat is essential, however, is an i^ider- 
s'Canding of the goals and purposes of Ethnic Studies by counselors, 
students and faculty. 

The Ethnic Studies Program at Pasadena City College is more than 
a few courses. It offers the college another opportunity to 
address itself to the following topics;

(b) Admissions Policies:

A six year search of the literature (I96Y thru 19Y3 current) 
vas conducted by the researchers. No information was found that 
directly related to the stated problem. There was however contri- 
butory or supplemental materials located and will be referred to 
in following paragiraphc . 

The researchers noted to their great surprise that much of the 
supplemental materials were found in bibliographical refereiices 
under subject headings like: culturally deprived-counseling services » 
Spanish speaking students, culturally deprived-education and Black 
power. Hov;ever, some of the information (data) vas located under 
the following subject headings: Counselor-Client relationship ^ 
U.S. Minorities and Afro-American Studies. No reference were given 
to Chicane Studies as a subject heading. 

. The year I967 was chosen as a focal point to begin the search 
of the literature because that year is about the time that Ethnic 
Studies curricula was being developed and reported in the literatui^e, 
nationally. As part of the researchers report of the literature 
relating to the problem area we are including the following materials 
reviewed.

WillitUTi Sn^ith^ in his article in the Journal of Black Studies, 
entitled '\^eoorts of ProgroiTiS , Practices or Techniques^' states th'dt colle^et; 
and universities across the country that will erroneously assuTiO that 
graduates with degrees in ethnic studies cannot secui^e e.^iplo^^.ent , and vill 
therefore use this as an excuse not to initial such a progra^Ti or caution 
prospective student against enroLlr^ent in such courses, 

The researchers offer for consideration the folloving alternatives as 
values for students vho enroll in ethnic studies beside cultural enricruT.ent 
and teaching prospects. 

1. Those vho want to oecor,e counselors, social vorkers , or poverty 
workers in a ethnic minority corjnunity vill find ethnic studies

2. A >:raduate vith ethnic studi e s *v<' o u -JL d he better prepared to vork vith 
iTiinority juvenile delinquents as probation officers and police 
departrucnts . 

3. Graduates vith ethnic studies background could be err.ploye 1 in :ruch 
government prograr;s as Project for Youth Upward BoUind , Model Cities 
which require liberal arts degrees. 

k. Insurance companies are also avenues for graduates of ethnic studies, 
particularly now *t:hat r.any of the larger ones, which previously hired 
all white applicants are now hiring ethnic minority applicant.^, re- 
gardless of their najor, to return to their respective corrjnurii 1 1 cs 
and solicit business.

Various limitvationa are involved vith our practicur^a sjtudy. First, 
jS that tho study probably rorioct only on the problem ctt3 it relates 
to Pasaiena City College. Not all cor^rAurlty colleges use the ii^idlvidual 
covinsolini2 and progrrLrrjuln^ inethod for their studor-tn, Seccrid, on 
additional limitation is that sorae of the counselors have only recently 
been added to the staff, Their contribution to the enrollrr.ent of 
students in Ethnic Studies classes may not be rei'lected in the statistics 
and other data we hope to collect. Third, oui^ practicuia study will 
cover only the present fall semester enrollrr.ent and not a historical 
study of the data. This may limit any generalities as far as study 
results are concerned but it does still give us a fair satnple of about 
500 ethnic minority students. Fourth, is the realization that Ethnic 
Studies is relatively new to the college curriculum resulting in a 
lack of statistical data. Fifth, because of the newness of Ethnic Studies 
sufficient research material is not available in the literature. 
Sixth, a limitation that is hard for the researchers to face but still 
must be stated is the possibility that ethnic minorities may no longer 
see Ethnic Studies courses as having an educational and vocational 
value. This would, of course, influence the statistical data collected 
in regard to the numbers of students enrolled in the courses to be 
part of our practicum. Seventh, the counselors sometimes program for 
other counselors so that the code number is sometimes incorrect. The 
researchers feel that thia is a relatively small number of students, 
SO should not alter the findings of this study •

The data collected is presented 
in a descriptive manner. Also charts, graphs » and tables are 
used to better illrstrate the results of the study.

Sorno coll*?^^e vide inforinrition was provid^-d hy 
the Deari of Ini:titutional Research at our coxr.pus. However, the 
majority of ov;r data had to be collected by evaluati:^^ class er.roil- 
rr\ent sheetij of Chlcano and Black Studies clar;ses. 

The 3rd veek cui.sus sheets vere collected froir. every ethnic 
studies class. These enrollment sheets provided the researchers 
with the total nurr.ber of students enrolled in ethnic studies classes* 
(See Table I). The enrollrTiCnt sheets also indicated which counselors 
had enrolled the students. This information was essential to our 
study since our new hypothesis deals with the relationship between 
the ethnic background of the Co'onselors a.nd the enrolltr.ent in ethnic 
studies classes. (See Table! II and III) 

A r^eeting was held with the Dean of Personnel Services to 
gather the necessary data on the ethnic background of tlie Counselors* 
This was provided without to much difficulty. (See Table V) Total 
ethnic minority student enrollment was provided by Institutional 
Research. (See Table IV) One very important piece of data was not 
available to us. That was the counselor-student porpor tions . We 
were unable to acquire the total nu^Tber of students, and ethnic 
breakdown of those students that each counselor is responsible for 
as part of his assignment • 

One method of checking to see if there is a relationship be^ 
tveen the ethnic background of the counselor and the enrollment in 
Ethnic studies classes is to test '^chi-square" for the null hypothesis 
of proportional distribution.

Only the student, proportions v^-ro considered because counselor 
proportions verc unavailable (no one ever wanted this infornatiori 
before). However if ve re-test on the basiis of ^'fe'^^^ derived ^-ro- 
portional 'co the proportion of An.^^Ios and Kthnic minority counr.elors 
present , the f orllovrlng results are found . (The QssVuVjtion in this 
test is that students are assigned to counselors in a ir^anner that is 
approxinvately proportionate for each group - this can be tested but 
with i;;ore data needed.)

If nore data were available as to counselors enroller proportion 
we would be able to test to see if counselors enroll a disporportiionate 
low naVoer of minority students in relationship to the total school 
population.

We were told that such data was available but when they w^ere told 
what this data was to be used for, sug^^estions f or change, this data 
becaiae unavailable to us . 
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The enrollment for these students was left out "because they are not discussed in this 
study.

Xi« STGNIFIC/VNCr: OF T!iK DATA 

By evaluating the test's applied to the data collected some 
conclusion's can be made. The followinf^ conclusions have ber»n 
readied based strictly on the data collected and tef^ted. 

Test 1 " Conclusions are: 

1. A statistical error could have been made (low probability). 

2. The absence of difference can be intrepreted as significant 
(P >.5) in that one would expect a larger proportional 
enrollxTiCnt via non-ethnic minority counselors since there 
are only 5 ethnic minority counselors and 1^4 non-ethnic 
minority counselors* 

3. Ethnic minority counselors are no more successful in 
enrolling non-ethnic ruinority students than are the non- 
ethnic minority counselors. 

Test 2 - Conclusions are ; 

1. Anglo counselors enroll fewer students » both Anglos and 
non-Anglo> than would be ex-pected. 

2, xMinority counselors enroll proportionately more of both 
groups, although the primary load for is in the ethnic 
minority enrollment .
